Section 1. PSEUDOEPHEDRINE TRACKING. There 1is
appropriated from the general fund of the state to_ the
govgrngr's office of drug control policy for the fiscal year

eginning July 1, 2007, and ending June 30, 2008, the
following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be
used for the purpose designated:

For the implementation of an electronic monitoring system
to track pseudoephedrine sales at pharmacies:

12 year shall not revert but shall remain available for
13 expenditure for the purpose designated until the close of the
14 succeeding fiscal year.
